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The Duty of the Hour,

Tan offects of the recent elections in California
and Malne are likely to be beneflolal, rather
than otherwise, upon the Republlican ocanvass
{n this State. All that we poed here to give
s an eagy victory is sufficient intersst in the
elootion to esll out a full vote. Wae shall
now bave an aoctive campaign. The Demo-
orats, stimulated by the hope that victory ia
possibly within their grasp, aund equally by
fhe conviction that the only chance thay have
in the Presidential contest next year depends
upon thulr carrying several of the larger
States this fall, will put forth their best
efforts. A fortnight ago they were disposed
to let the election go by defanlt. Now they
will contest it with all the vigor they possess.
We have only to put forth similar efforts; and
to go directly to the people with those great
national fssnes which Andrew Johnson is
forcing upon the conntry, to achieve as glo-
rions & viotory as wo did last fxll. Our party
is thoroughly organized; we have no distraot-
ing local issues; our candidates are able and
popular; and all that we need i8 to make
an open, msotive, energetic ocanvass, and
we shall suooeed. Despite all the clamor
raised by the Demoorats, and which is part of
their tactios in this campaign, the alections in
California and Maine reveal no popular reac-
tion npon the great, overshadowing issues of
the hour. In California our pariy becams un-
fortunately divided over local issues and can-
didates, while the Democrats were united,
and had nominated a candidate for Governor
almost & Bepublican himself in politics, and
of great personal popularity. The BState to-
day is good for ten thoussud majority in the
Presidential oanvass. In Maine our vote was
decreased by the folly of forcing a temparance
issue upon the people. National politios were
hardly alluded to in the campaign. Maine is
as sure for a Republican majority next year as
she ever was. It would be mno damage to the
Republican supremscy in New England if
parties were a little more equally divided
there anyhow. A good, fair working majority
{s bast both for the parly and for the people.
It is to be observed, too, that in both Cali-
fornia and Maine the elsctions were too early
to allow the recent extraordinary proceedings
of Andrew Johnson to have much influence
upon the cunvass, Had they been a month
later, difforent results would have been seen.

There ia nothing, therefore, to discourage
Republicans, or to alarm them as to the result
of the canvass in our own State. There is,
however, enough to stimu/ate them to aotive
and systematio effort. The canvass from now
until ita close should be prosecuted with a
vigor commensurate with the importance of
the issnes involved. These issues are simply
whether the process of rapid and pesceful
reconstruotion, so happily progressing under
the laws of Congress, should be interrapted
aod delsyed by the unconstitutional inter-
forence of the President; whether, indeed,
the President shall obey the law, or whetha:
he shall make it; whether he ghall be the
poopla’s servant or their master; whether his
insane “‘policy," which is sending up the price
of gold, embarrassing trade, prostrating busi-
ness, and jeopardizing all the interests of the
people, shall be forced upon the country; or
whether the peopls shall remain their own
rulers, make their own laws, and maintain a
republican form of government. The path
upon whioch Mr, Johnson has entered is the
path of national ruin and degradation. It in-
volves the destruction of the business inte-
rests of the country. It keeps the peopls in a
continued state of agitation and unocertainty.
Ithas nothing to recommend it, and every-
thing to condemn it,

Lot these issues be fairly pressed home upon
ths people, and we have no fears for the result.
But all this implies active, persevering, and
well-directed effort. All the usual agenolas
brought to bear in our great political contests
8hould at onoe be invoked. We have & battle
on our hands, but we shall whip the enemy
if we make efforts worthy of snccess.

Mr,
Hurper, the bona Jide 'owner, now asks for a

In favor of the defendant, then no msn could
be wnre of his property. Any tenant might
forge a dead of conveysnos, have it rogistered,
and then mortgage the y and the bona
fide owmer would thus be, beyond remedy,
swindled out of Iis righta. It would be imposai-
ble for any disorstion to prevent this fraud. The
utmost vigilance could not render property
safe, and real estats wonld be a far more pre-
carlous investment than horse-flash. On
the other hand, if the declslon was
given for the plaintiff, then wmortgages
wotld almost cease. No man conld be safe in
advancing money on such an investment, If
a oonrt of record econld not bw rélled upon,
then what can be! It would be necessary to
seo the previous owners of the property in
propria persona before the deed could bes con-
sidered safe, and their presence is often impos-
sible. Whichever way the decision is, some
great inconvenience must result. It seoms
unjust to have Mr. Norris loge his money, as
he aoted in good faith, but it would be groasly
unjust to have Mr. Harper swindled out of his
property. Yet one must lose.

The Case of Fitz John Porter.
Mr. Frre Jonx Ponrsr has appealed to the
President to reopen the sentence of the Court-
Martial passed on him in January, 1863, and
to allow the merits of his conduot to be onos
more submitted to the judgment of a Military
Commisgion. In this request Le is backad by
a number of eminent Republicans, and is en-
dorsed by General Banks and Governor Curtin,
Mr. Porter states that he has new evidence to
lay before a Court, whioh, in his opinion, will
materially alter the aspect in which his con-
duct appeared when sentence was passed. Wa
earnestly hope that his request will be granted,
and an opportunity afforded him to olear his
charaoter. The reputation of any man is dear
to him, and especially so when he is so identi-
fled with great events as to have his name
handed down to posterity. To take a place in
history, despised for the commiasion of some
unworthy act, must be & keen torture to any
man, but ezpecially so if he knows himself to
be innocent, It is a right which should
be accorded to the meanest oriminal, to give
him the benefit of a doubt; and there has long
been, to our mind, a very grave doubt whather
justice was meted out to Mr. Porter.

We are not convincaed of his innocence, nor
oan we deem the sentence passed by the Court
to be an unjust one, viewing it in the light of
the facts then proved before it, but new facts
have appeared, and already the three leading
dhistorians who have written of the war have,
to a great extent, vindioated the oonduot of
Mr. Porter from much of the blame under
which it had rested. Mr, Greeloy is emphatio
in the opinion that the sentence passed was
unmerited, Mr. Swinton appears as the advo-
cate of Mr. Porter, while all writers on the
gubject have at least maintained a nentral atti-
tude, and refused to condemn the cashisred
general. Under such circumstances, it is only
fair that another chance should be allowed to
Mr, Porter to clear his character. And for
this chance he now appeals, and wo hope that
Le may got it, If he fails, then all doubt will

be set at reat; if he suocceeds, we will rejoice
with him that one supposed to be guilty has
proved his innocence, and added to our army
an officar who was faithful though unfortunate
in dircharging his duty.

Trying to Disown Him.

Tus New York World has the assurance to
speak of Mr, Johnson's Administration, in con-
nection with the terrible demoralization of the
revenue servios, as a *‘Republican Adminis-
tration !’ 'Wae do not wonder that the Demo-
crats stagger under the odinm which Mr.
Johnson's Administration is heaping upon
itself in the eyes of the people, butitisa
very silly dodge to call it a ** Republican
Administration.” Mr. Johnson turned traitor
to the Republican party long ago, and is to-
day doing everything that he can, tothe very
verge of precipitating the country iuto a revo-
lutien, to break it down. The whole power
of his sdministration is being wielded in the
partisan interests of the Democracy. Itisa
Demooratic Administration to all intents and
purposes, and the Demoorats must bear the
odium of its misdeeds.
